In Claim 51 : On line 1 1 , REPLACE "and the each of said bodies" WITH "and 

then each of said bodies" 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 24-28, 30, 32-34, 46-49 and 51 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

Note that an obvious type double patenting rejection has been made in 
copending case # 10519272. Those claims are broader than the instant claims (for 
example, they do not recite metal reinforcing bars and their insertion into the cavities).
